fur’d for exciting the Turks to Invade the 

Chriftian Power of Enrope, what fhall we 
fay to the Hungarians, who, for the particular 
Article of their Grievances, mall compar’d with 
the General Peace of Europe, drew down the 
whole Powers of Mabomet upon their Fellow- 
Chriftians ; and began the Terribleft, the moft 
Bloody, and moft Defperate War, that ever was 
between the Turkifh and German Empire? 

And be it that the Germans afhifted by almoft 
all the Princes of Chriftendom got the better, 
and that aSeries of Unexpetted Viétories end- 
ed that War Glorioufly for the Emperors; yet 
the Hazard Europe ran in the firft Part of it, and 
the Blood and Treafure it coft the German Em- 
pire before the Turkifh Power was reduc’d, was 
tuch, as no Age can parallel. 

When the Count Wefflini, who headed the 
fir Infurrettion, had kept the Command about 
2 or 3 Years, having carryed it on— with 
great Succefs, and in a great Meafure ruin’d the 
Affairs of the Emperor on that Side, in the Year 
1623. he died ; and the Malecontenrs chofe Count 
Teckeley in his Room. During the‘e 2 Years of 
Count Weffelini, the Germans were Maflacred 
on every Side, and the Towns clear’d of. them, 
and the Affairs of the Emperor came to a 
very low Ebb.  Teckgley affifted by Prince Abafft 
of Iran{ylvania, grew formidable, and having fe- 
cur’d ail the upper Hungary, Invaded the Here- 
ditary Provinces of Anfiri and Moravite 


ig the French King has been fo fevercly cen- 


Many and Great Encounters happen’d be- 
tween the Germims and Aungarians, (during, 
Count Weffelini’s Government) in which the iat- 
ter generally had the better, and the Jmperia- 
lifts loft Ground every Day. 

But the Emperor firengthening himfelf by 
Additional Forces from the Empire, and grow- 
ing formidable to the Malecontents, under the 
Command of Major General Smith, 

The Hungarians firft entred into a League 
with Absffi Prince of Tranfylvania, who affitted 


them with 8oco Men, and 20 Pieces of Cannon 5 


then they obtain’d 6000 Polifh Coffacks , dif. 
banded bythe King of Polexd upon his making 
Peace with the Turks. Thus ftrengthening 
themfelves by Alliance, they proceeded to fol- 
licit the Grand Seignior to turn his Arms againft 
the German Empire 5 but the War with Mufcouy 
prevented it for that time. 

During this Heat, a Dyet of the States of 
Hungary was aflembl’d at Alrembourg ; where, 
among other things, the Emperor Conceded the 
Liberty of Religion, and the Reftoring their 
Churches to the Proteftants: But this was fo far 
from Satisfying the Malecantents; thar as a 
farther Demonftratiun that this was not the O- 
riginal Caufe of their InfurreQions; they pro- 
pofed in the Dyet, the Dépofing the Emperor 
of Germmmyas King of Aurgaria, and Ele&ing 
anew King. Nor did any thing obftruét this 
Detign coming toa Head, but the Difficulcy they 
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found in the ee of saad. one- Party 
being for one Perfon, and one ; 
hele: particular Intereft and Affeétion guided 
1e1n gate 

nee the breaking of thefe Meafures, and 
Teckeley’s taking, upon him the Command of the 
Hungarian Malecontents, Uae Emperor who found 
himiclf not in a Condition to reduce them by 
Force,entred into feveral Treaties with them 3 the 
firft Treaty was in great Forwardne(s,and People 
began to conceive fome Hopes of an Accommo- 
dation. When the Plague breaking out with 
fuch Violence at Vienna, and {preading, it felf c- 
yer Aufiria and Hungariz, put a general Stop 
to all manaer of Communication between the 
Parties; the Malecomtents on one hand, retir’d 
from the Fury of the Contagion into the Upper 
Hungaria; the Emperor and all his Court fied 
to Lints, and all things appear’d ina terrible 
Conrution. 

The Armies felcit, Count Ze/tly was forc’d to 
draw his Men outof the Towns in Croatia and 
Encamp in the Woods; the Turkifb Inhabitants 
forfock Nerwhaufell, and moft of the Frontier 
Towns, and thus all Negotiation ceafed. 

After the Heat of this Infeétion was over, 
which wasin 1620. to 8s. many Treaties were 
begun with the Hungarians, and great Endea~ 
yours were ufed at the Jmperial Court by the 
Ambafladors of Proteftant Princes, to reconcile 
matters between the Emperor and his Proteftant 
and other Malecontent Subjeéts in Hungaria. 

The Powers of Europe thought as they did 
now, that thefe Difcontents were meerly Reli- 
gious 3 and therefore affifted them as Proteftants ; 
but they quickly faw that the Civil Matters 
bore as gréat a Share in the Difcontents of the 
Hungarians, as the Religious ; and that the Pro- 
teftant Religion being reftor’d, their Churches 
clear’d, and all the Freedom of Worthip granted, 
that they could pofhbly demand ; thac yet the

This leffen’d the Sollicitation of the Eleétors — 
of Saxony and Brandenburgh, who had concern’d. — 
themfelves in the Behalf of the Proteftants, but — 
did not think it reafonaole to plead for them in. - 
their Demand of .a King, and in depoting the © 
Lawful Claim of the Houte of Auftria. ‘ 

During thefe Treaties, the Conceffions of the: 
Emperor were fo great, and the Prolpeét of — 
Accommodation for that Reafon fo ftrong, that 
had the /angarians been in their right Wits, 
Sir Roger Minly obferves, the Grand Seigni-. — 
or, to whom Teckeley had addref{s’d himfelt tor 
Succour, promiling to make no. Peace with the 
Emperor without his Confent, began to think a. 
Peace would be Concluded ; and that Teckeley 
would break his Word with him,and abandon his 
Propoiats. 

To prevent which, the 7urkijh Ambaffadors 
were order'd to make an Offer to him of the 
Principality of 7ramfyivaniz, after the Death of 
old Adah. 

In this Turkifh Ambaflage, the Blackeft and 
moft Fatal League was made that ever Chrifti- 
ans éntred into with the Infidels. 

The Turtifh Ambaffador wheedl’d Count Tée. 
keley and the Hungarian Nobility, with Hopes of 
great Things to be done forthem. The Ostoman 
Power was then formidable, the Emperor’s For- 
ces Weak and Contemprtible. 

The Glittering Hopes of Power, Principali- 
ties, and Freedom, as they call’d it, trom the 
Yoke and Tyranny of the Germans, blinded: the 
Eyes of the Hungarians againft their own Inter= 
eft, and prevented their feeing the Power aad- 
Strength of all Cbrifterdom ; which by this De-~ 
fign of theirs, they were bringing, upon their, 
own Heads, both to the Deftruction of the Cr 
toman Power, and their own utter Ruine, as in, : 
the Confequence it prov’d.,

to wifh Pity fhould be fhown. to.their Pofterity, 
rather than when a Family has fuch-a-fatal Difa- 
fter happens in it , the Children. fhould: be 
frarv’d becaufe the Father has deftroy’d himfelf.
